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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 9-10, 13-16 and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kendel (US 5,220,319). 

Kendel clearly discloses the claimed invention such as a grip flange (200) configured for 
use with a mobile station (101). (see Figures 1-2). 

The method claims 13-15 and 20-21 are deemed inherit. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kendel (US 
5,220,319). 

Kendel substantially discloses the claimed invention except for the material of the grip 
body being of a membranous material. 
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It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide a membranous material into the grip body, since it has been held 
that to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of 
its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 
416. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

5. The information disclosure statement filed 4/13/04 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; each publication or that 
portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that portion which caused it to 
be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information referred to therein has not 
been considered. 

The document WO 89/01429 has not been considered. 

The applicant is requested to submit the Foreign Patent Document WO 89/01429. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-8 and 16-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The prior art of record fails to teach wherein a pair of opposite portions of the inner edge 
of the grip flange are spaced from the housing so that the opening defined by the inner edge is 
divided into two portions separated by the housing.
